Deadline 
nears to 
register for 
FEMA help 

Survivors of the tornadoes, 
severe storms, flooding and 
straight-line winds on March 
2 have until May 7 to regis¬ 
ter for disaster assistance 
through the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency 

Disaster assistance for hom¬ 
eowners and renters can include 
grants to help pay for temporary 
housing, home repairs and other 
serious disaster-related expens¬ 
es not met by insurance or other 
assistance programs. 

Low-interest disaster loans 
are available from the Small 
Business Administration to 
homeowners, renters, nonprofits 
and businesses of all sizes. SBA 
is the largest source of federal 
disaster funds for repairing or 
replacing damaged or destroyed 
property. 

Businesses also have until 
Monday, May 7, to return their 
completed SBA physical damage 
applications. 

Returning an SBA application 
is essential to receiving addi¬ 
tional forms of disaster assis¬ 
tance from FEMA. However, no 
survivor is obligated to accept 
a loan. 

Survivors are reminded of 
the importance of documenting 
damage they had and saving 
receipts for supplies and labor to 
repair damage. 

There are three ways to reg¬ 
ister with FEMA for help or 
information regarding disaster 
assistance: call 800-621-FEMA 
(3362), register online at www. 
DisasterAssistance.gov, or regis¬ 
ter using a tablet or Smartphone 
by visiting rn.fema.gov. Help is 
available in many languages. 
Disaster applicants who use 
TTY should call 800-462-7585.

DRC Industries of Carrollton 
will purchase the old Parthenon 
building on Jay Louden Road as 
part of a $2 million expansion 
that will add 25 jobs. 

Gov. Steve Beshear made the 
announcement in a news release 
Tuesday. 

DRC is purchasing the 126,000- 
square-foot facility for its packag¬ 
ing materials business. 

“The growth we’re seeing at 
DRC Industries is exciting and 
highlights the successful efforts 
of a dedicated workforce here 
in the Commonwealth,” Beshear 
said. “Not only does this mean 
DRC Industries will spend mil¬ 
lions of dollars here in Kentucky, 
but it also adds up to 25 new jobs 
for Kentucky citizens, and that is 
great news.” 

DRC Industries President 
Daniel Click said Tuesday that 
the expansion is part of an 
expansion that will double the 
company’s volume. 

Purchasing the former 
Parthenon building will allow 
the company to relocate some of 
its operations from the Hawkins 
Street location, an 80,000-square- 
foot facility, Click said. 

Some manufacturing and all 
shipping and receiving will move 
to the Jay Louden Road loca¬ 
tion, he said. This will allow the

company to get a lot of truck traf¬ 
fic away from downtown, which 
Click said is particularly impor¬ 
tant with the upcoming expan¬ 
sion. 

Established in 2003, DRC 
Industries has grown from dis¬ 
tributing and warehousing pack¬ 
aging supplies to expanding its 
manufacturing capabilities. 

“After looking at other loca¬ 
tions and considering all fac¬ 
tors, it made the most business 
sense to stay in Carroll County,” 
Click said. “The acquisition of 
the new larger facility will pro¬ 
vide more than enough room for 
today’s business and tomorrow’s 
growth.” 

A key advantage to operat¬ 
ing in Carrollton and Carroll 
County is the location and easy 
access to Interstate 71, he said. 
Louisville and Cincinnati mar¬ 
kets are just 45 minutes away, 
while Indianapolis, Ind., is an 
hour-and-a-half drive. 

Click said this is what has 
helped his company be so suc¬ 
cessful. Because DRC Industries 
is shipping paper tubing, he said 
it is mostly air. To be competitive, 
the firm needs to be within eight 
hours or less of key markets. 

Carrollton is at “the bulls-eye 
of the mid-west,” he said, which 
allows them to easily ship to 
Atlanta, Philadelphia, Pittsburg, 
or to states as far north as 
Michigan.

To encourage the invest¬ 
ment job growth, the Kentucky 
Economic Development Finance 
Authority preliminarily approved 
the company for tax incentives 
up to $250,000 through the 
Kentucky Business Investment 
program, according to the gov¬ 
ernor’s news release. The per¬ 
formance-based incentive allows 
a company to keep a portion of 
its investment over the term of 
the agreement through corpo¬ 
rate income tax credits and wage 
assessments by meeting job and 
investment targets. 

Carroll County Judge- 
Executive Harold “Shorty” 
Tomlinson said county tax incen¬ 
tives are a part of the package 
offered to DRC Industries. 

Tomlinson said he is now 
working with Click and officials 
to secure an upgrade for the rail 
spur at the former Parthenon 
facility. “We still trying to help 
support them,” he said. 

Click said the improved rail 
spur can help DRC Industries 
remain competitive if the price 
of gas continues to increase. The 
company ships in paper and lum¬ 
ber products, much of it from 
Canada, which could move to rail 
if fuel prices to up to $7 a gallon. 

The county has been work¬ 
ing with Click and officials from 
the state’s economic develop¬ 
ment cabinet for several months, 
Tomlinson said.

Rep. Rand reviews the week in the House 


D uring even-year legisla¬ 
tive sessions, no other 
bill gets more attention 
than the budget, which is under¬ 
standable, because no other bill 
directs so many of the General 
Assembly’s priorities. 

Even so, that doesn’t under¬ 
cut the importance of other 
legislation also set to become 
law, and as my colleagues and 
I prepare to wrap up the 2012 
Regular Session this coming 
Thursday, there are more than 
a few of these bills that deserve 
mention. 

Several, for example, will 
improve public safety, with two 
of the more prominent tackling 
the deadly rise of synthetic 
drugs and meth. 

To cut back on the former, 
the House and Senate agreed to 
broaden the definition of these 
drugs, so that it will be much 
tougher for underground chem¬ 
ists to skirt the law by tweaking 
the drug’s formula. This bill 
will also crack down on those 
selling these poisons - often 
referred to as bath salts or syn¬ 
thetic marijuana - with potential 
penalties ranging from prison 
to forfeiture of their property. 
Together, this twin approach 
should give serious pause to any 
reputable store owner consider¬ 
ing getting into this shady mar-

A standard box 
with 48 pills - each having a 30 
milligram dosage - amounts to 
1.44 grams, meaning families 
could still buy five of these boxes 
a month. It’s crucial to note 
that this bill only applies to tab¬ 
lets; it does not affect gel tabs or 
liquid forms of pseudoephedrine, 
both of which are much tougher 
to use in manufacturing meth. 
The hope, of course, is that we 
can stop the dramatic rise in 
labs that have gotten smaller 
and more portable in recent 
years. They’re extremely toxic 
as well as fire hazards, and they

can cost thousands of dollars to 
clean up. 

Another problem that is 
also costing us financially is 
the growing number of copper 
thefts. There have been numer¬ 
ous stories of air conditioners 
and other equipment being van¬ 
dalized for the valuable metal 
they have inside. 

Now, however, these thieves 
will find it much more difficult 
to turn their stolen goods into 
quick cash. Recycling centers 
will be limited in making these 
types of purchases, and pay¬ 
ment will need to be made by 
check. These centers will also 
be required to register with the 
state. 

In economic development, 
there were two bills to pass 
that hold a lot of potential for 
Kentucky. The first of those 
is noteworthy because it will 
help our business community 
avoid losing a federal tax credit 
worth as much as $600 million. 
This credit was at-risk if we 
didn’t come up with a plan to 
pay off the interest on the fed¬ 
eral money the unemployment 
insurance fund had to borrow 
to maintain benefits during the 
recession.

The notion that we should come 
to the Lord on bended knee and 
with a humble heart is familiar to 
most religions. Pride and arrogance 
are inappropriate attitudes for 
approaching the all-powerful creator 
and ruler of the universe, and all of 
the world's major religions reflect this.

I enjoyed our first harvest 
of asparagus, just the other 
day. 

Most of these spring gar¬ 
den vegetables have many 
healthful benefits, antioxi¬ 
dants and phytochemicals 
that help fight against 
cancer and high blood pres¬ 
sure. Leafy green vegetables 
are one of the most nutri¬ 
ent dense foods available. 
Leafy greens help control 
blood pressure, reduce the 
risk of cancer and reduce 
the risk of heart disease. 
They contain magnesium, 
iron, calcium, folate, 
and vitamins C and B6. 
Asparagus, leafy greens and 
broccoli are good sources 
of vitamin A. Vitamin A is 
needed for vision, normal 
growth, reproduction, and 
a healthy immune system. 
Asparagus also contains 
folate works with other 
vitamins to form hemo¬ 
globin in red blood cells, 
which supplies oxygen to 
the body’s tissues. Broccoli 
is also a great source of 
vitamin C (ascorbic acid) 
which plays a vital role in 
fighting infection, keeping 
gums healthy, and healing 
wounds. Just one serving of 
broccoli provides over 100 
percent of our daily need for 
vitamin C. And, vitamin C, 
like vitamin A, is a disease¬ 
fighting antioxidant. I like 
to eat broccoli, cauliflower 
and carrots raw with ranch 


dressing. Broccoli is also a 
good source of fiber. 

Research shows that 
individuals who eat diets 
that are high in fiber and 
low in fat have a lower risk 
of heart disease and certain 
cancers—good reason to try 
to eat broccoli at least once 
a week, especially when it is 
in season. 

Now, I know the weather 
is warm and quite agree¬ 
able to most of us, but 
don’t jump the gun and 
start planting tomatoes 
and other summer veg¬ 
etables too soon. There is 
still plenty of time for cold 
weather or a late season 
frost or freeze. We typically 
push the weather envelope 
each year when it comes 
to transplanting tomatoes. 
Everyone wants fresh 
garden tomatoes by July 
4th! It is best to wait after 
danger of frost, usually May 
10th, to transplant toma¬ 
toes. Tomatoes are a great 
source of vitamins A and C. 
Tomatoes also contain the 
carotenoids beta-carotene 
and lycopene which help 
reduce the risk of cancer 
and heart disease. Lycopene 
gives the tomato its red 
color.

expectations, communi¬ 
cate regularly with each 
other, set priorities and 
view stress as a challenge 
that is both temporary 
and controllable. It’s never 
too late to learn coping 
strategies. To cope with 
the stressors of family life 
and build healthy relation¬ 
ships, it is important for 
families to: 

•Encourage open com¬ 
munication—not only 
through words but also 
through actions. 

•Strengthen the various 
relationships in the fam¬ 
ily—including the parent/ 
child relationship, the hus¬ 


band/wife relationship and 
also relationships among 
the siblings. 

•Manage crises and 
conflict in a positive man¬ 
ner—try to look at change 
as a positive challenge vs. 
a threat, try not to take 
things personally, accept 
responsibility and learning 
to negotiate and compro¬ 
mise. 

• Don’t worry about 
things that cannot be con¬ 
trolled. 

• Prepare when possible 
for anticipated stressful 
events. 

• Set realistic goals at 
home. 

• Avoid over- scheduling. 
Maintain health, including 
regular exercise, proper 
nutrition, and relaxation. 

• Engage in social events 


and hobbies.
